Mr. Low was originally an industrious an« ! 
llftPd working p rinter. 
I rnad*; liis acquaint- 
Afice at this time. 
He was working in a 
p rinting office as a eonijw'-itor. 
Ho was not 
SO swift as younger men, his work was not 
constant, and he was able to make but $»* a 
week. This sum went further then than it 
does now. for th*» v- were not days of extrava­ 
gance like tile p resent, blit Jt would not Mip - 
j>ort a family. 
Mr. How drop jied his com­ 
p osing stick « ini determined to make a strike 
for a living in another direction. 
I met him 
one day in tho str« x*t soon after. He had « lone 
» ¡« « thing, and was p oorer than ever. 
But he 
had then a scheme in his brain which he un- 
fohled to me, nn« l askisl my op inion of it. It 
w as to establish The Waverly Magazine. 
I 
told him it was as wild a p roject its was ever 
conceived; that there was no p ossibility of 
success in it. 
He said that was almost the 
universal op inion among those with whom he 
advised, and that no one had confidence 
enough in it to lend him the small sum of 
money with which he felt it necessary to 
start. Neither of the p rominent typ e found­ 
ries would let him have typ e on credit, but 
he had hojx* <*f a smaller house which was 
thinking of advancing typ o and material And 
taking a mortgage on them. 
It is a singular coincidence-in this connec­ 
tion that 1 conversed last week, in St. Paul, 
Minn., with a gentleman who told me that 
he loaned Mr. Dow the first $50 (and p rob­ 
ably almost the « only one) with which he 
started this office. 
For ho did manage to g« *t 
the loan of the typ e and to start it. 
Ho 
worked himself, and he hired girls at n small 
comp ensation and doubtful p ay to help him, 
and, after the most extraordinary effort, th<* 
lirst number of the p ap er was got out. 
It 
p roved to I** every haiulsom« * p ajx-r, typ o­ 
grap hically. One of Mr. Dow's hobbies was 
to have a good-looking p ap er, and he was 
wise enough not to let his p overty l>e seen in 
its ap p earance. 
By great p ersonal effort In­ 
got it into circulation, and obtained money 
enough from the sale of the first ntimlier to 
p rint the second. The third was a little 
easier, and there began to be hop es that Mr. 
Dow s sanguine views were not so wild, after 
all. 
WITHOUT AN EDITOR. 
And now for tlie reasons why Mr. Dows 
scheme had seemed chimerical. 
They were, 
lirst, because he was to make his own field of 
reading. There was no apparent 
call for 
such a p ap er. Second, because be was to moke 
the journal double 
in size and double in cx - 
l» eHse of manufacture of any ex isting. Third, 
OU) CÛ 
telling 
capital. 
tiiny 
liecause he was to do this withOU! 
Fourth {though we were shy of 
this), because he had no literary talenttOcon- 
d uc tit This, on its fare, ap p eared to be alone 
conclusive against him. 
It really proved liis 
salvation from early ruin. 
If Mr. Dow had 
been a man of literary taste and judgment 
up on acknowledged standard, his enterp rise 
would have gone the way of so arm y other 
literary journals which started with amp le 
cap ital « mtl bright p rosp ects, 
it would have 
failed to find an ap p reciative constituency in 
the world of readers. 
But Dow avoided this 
fate in sp ite of himself. 
He started u p ap er 
that bu« l literally no editing. 
He invited 
contributions mi« i took everything that was 
sent him. 
There were no <lisap j>ointod as­ 
p irants for t he la>nors of tyjxj among those 
who offered matter to his columns. W riters 
got in there who could get in nowhere else, 
and hence heartburnings were 
unknown 
among the Waverly corj>s. 
1 ought to make 
one excep tion, however. He was careful that 
the p ap er should not offend good morals. 
Hood English was a secondary consideration, 
and, as regards good literature, he made no 
p retentions to knowledge. 
“ 1 just p rint tbc 
p ieces they send me,” he said to me once. 
“They like to see them in p rint, ami their 
friends are interested in their np i>earnnoo. So 
they take the p ajK-r and their friends take it, 
t x>, 
1 give them a good-looking j vip er, also, 
which p eop le think more of than is generally 
sup p osed. 
Mr. Dow was alw ays p roud of 
the tyjxigrap hical ap p earance of The Waverly 
Magazine. 
He thought the name a good one 
for a p ajjer, as it undoubtedly was. 
It was 
not long before the p ap er began to be very 
p rofitable* and there w as the p rosp ect of a 
fortune in it. 
At this time Mr, Dow listened 
to advice, and made an effort to imp rove its 
literary quality. 
He engaged an editor at 
$30 p er week to take the editing off his own 
han<ls. This movement p roved to be, finan- 
«dally, a failure. This editor, who 
was an 
English gentleman of some talent and not a 
little exp erience in journalism, began to reject 
communications right and left. 
The result 
was that the emulation of the p ap er fell off 
by hundreds. “I looked 
into the m atter,” j 


said Mr. Dow, "And was soon convinced that 
1 could lx*tt< r p ay my editor to stay away 
than to remain in the office. 
My readers 
know what they want tietter than any editor 
does.’’ 
J t's T UK FORK TI1K WAR. 
The change was made, and the p ap er was 
rest*» rod to its original basis. 
Its p rosp erity 
Steadily inereased. 
Just ljcfore the war 
broke out Mr. Dow’s income from it was 
larg<*. 
It was netting him $dO,<JOO a year, 
and ho doaerlbed his business as tlie sinootln-st 
and most satisfactory p ossible, "I have no 
subscriber* and no exchange,” he said. 
“I 
would not exchange with flu lx*t newsp ap er 
in the land, for it would be of no use to me. 
I do not cop y from other p aix-rs—my matter 
is all original. 
Ah regards wilwcrip tion*, I 
think my yrtcm is Ix'ttor. Tho news com- 
I» any tak« -*- my entire edition each week. 
It 
giv« -s in«* u * heck for it, which I at once cash, 
and thus my accounts are settled every seven 
« lays, and I know ju.*t whore 1 am. The news 
comp any distribute* the p ap er,*’ 
When the war broke out it hurt thecircula- 
latiou of Tin* Waverly, but the p ap er ral­ 
lied later, and sent a great many cop ies out to 
the army. 
Mr. Dow was in receip t of an in­ 
come which gave him groat op p ortunities for 
investment 
Ha« l he « lenlt with them skil­ 
fully, he would have died worth millions. 
* 
Thu Waverly Magazine was one of those 
p ap ers which one knows to have a largo cir­ 
culation, yet which liie i* too short for many 
of those- of us who have access to general 
literature to seek, and which wo seldom see 
without seeking. 
It was never sent into a 
newsp ap er office. The singular fact is, that 
in this literary city of Boston it was the most 
successful ap ical to the reading p ublic ever 
made. 
In the factory towns of the state it was 
large, and through the west it went by thou­ 
sands. 
There was a great deal of rending in 
it; it had a handsome and inviting ap p ear­ 
ance to the <jyo; it ap p ealed to an immature 
taste a* no other jieriodical before it had 
done. 
I don’t think Mr. Dow reasoned out 
its success because of this latter quality, 
though «» a that its success was founded. The 
difference between bis success an« l that of the 
large numl« er of snooassful p ap er* that liavo 
lol!mve« l, w as that the latter have dep ended 
on advertising or on agent, *hf!* Mr. Dow 
HjH-ni no money for either. 
He constituted 
his first iVucs a nucleus, and they drew* 
around them the immense eireulatkm he 
afterward gained.—"Temp leton*’ in Boston 
Herald.

Sou» « Women W ho F an Swim L ike M er- 
jua id s an d D ive I.ik** Frogs. 
'i’ll«- women of Samoa art* not so p retty, but 
far more virtuous, than those of the Society 
islands and p ossess traits ¡» eeuliarJy their 
own. Their only clothing is the lava-lava, 
frequeutly ma« lc of grass, w hich cov*-i> them 
from the hip s to the thighs, the field for adorn­ 
ment boiug the head, around which wreaths 
of orange blossoms and of red flowers art- 
worn. They are naturally endowed with a 
p rofusion of black hair, but, being enamored 
of the crushed strawberry color, they coat 
the head with slaked coral lime, a few ap p li­ 
cations of which give to the hair the desired 
hue. 
They are very exj» ort iu th« - management 
Of canoes, and swarm al» out the ship from 
early Diorn till close*of eve., In-seeching officers 
and men to be their “fiiend,’’ and when one 
assents to do the friendly act, the .object of 
his friendship tomes on board and showers 
up on him gifts of coeoanut*, seashells, fruit, 
eggs and an occasional chicken, for which, in 
return, he is exp ected to give money, or, 
p referably, such articles as soap , needles and 
thread, tobacco and writing p ajx-r. This act 
of friendly barter comp leted, the ln« ly stands, 
not uj>on the manner of her going, but. taking 
advantage of the fact that there arc no skirts 
to imp ede her flight, dfves headlong ont of 
a gunp ort, swims to her eamx* and p athllcs 
off to UKikc another "fliend,” 
The exhibition wound up with a grand 
siva, which is the name for the native dance. 
This brought into p rominence tho loveliest of 
Samoa's maids, in the jx-rson of Foap io, the 
daughter of Asi, Malictoa’s great war chief. 
Wearing a tiara of glistening sea shells and 
a grass of bright colors in her hair, a neck­ 
lace of m l berries, and around her hip s a 
lava-lava of tho most exp ensive character, 
her faultless figure was set off to advantage, 
and as she danced with her father and two 
other * hit fs, her smiles, gestures autl contor­ 
tions of Imxly were amusing, and desp ite the 
fact that her body glistened in the sun from 
a coating of eoeoanut oil, her graceful bear­ 
ing * omnium led admiration. 
Other girls and 
chiefs tlanced in turn, but the siva, with its 
singing, waving of arms and other varia­ 
tions Nggars descrip tion, and must 1 x- seen 
t » Ix* ap p reciated.—Samoa Cor. Baltimore 
Bun.

"Alxni Ben Ad hem,” in a flowing gown of 
soft m l silk and a little cap cm the back of 
his broad head, sat in the back cf the shop on 
a square box covered with a bright rug, and 
p uffed calmly away at his long pip**, while 
his Yokohama assistant flitted about .v.ith

THE MOKE EXPENSIVE KIND. 
The more* exjx iisive nap kins were not gen­ 
erally comical in design, according to the 
Jap anese idea. 
Some were as soft as silk, 
and could Ik* doubled up in the p alm into 
littl« * balls and sin x>thed out again without a 
break. 
They were in white, p ink and blue, 
and while the majority had only borders of a 
different color about them, many were cov­ 
ered with birds an*l flowers, umbrellas, weep ­ 
ing willows, teacup s and p ots, and every kind 
of a Jap anese figure. 
"1><> you sell many of these?” queried the 
rep orter. 
"(>li, yes! Wesell this warm time thousands 
und hundreds. 
They go for p icnics, they go 
for summer resort cottages where ladies want 
no trouble with washing. 
They go with 
traveling p arties, who like them at all times. 
Then we sell them for decoration of p arlors.” 
"I)o the Jap anese use them:” 
"Oh, yes, at all limes. 
Wo have only the 
rice and the bamboo for our house. 
Out of 
rice we make our foxl, our p ap er, some of our 
wrap s. 
Rice makes the soft p ap er like this, 
that does not break. 
Other things we make 
of bamboo. 
The rejxirter learned that scented p ap er 
nap kins, as high as fifty cents each, are used 
in New York. Jay» Gould and many other 
men of wealth have them for their yachts, 
and many of the cottagers at Newp ort and 
Long Branch are using them this summer 
For watermelon or berry p arties, for p icnics 
and garden p arties, they arc considered just 
the tlnng. 
Fine linen is ap t to become stained 
or get lost, but p ap er nap kins are sweet and 
fresh, and may be thrown away when used. 
The Jap anese exp ect to drive a big trade in 
them next winter, and several cargoes have 
Ixvn sent hem —New York Journal.
